Intended Victim Not Dazzled 
by Spanish Seals.

made by the clever 


Officers dying in prison. 

They are now trying to induce’C. I. 
Nelk, a Los Angeles grocer ot No, 2030 
East Main street to part with $1100— 
and the wary Mr. Nelk has furnished 
The Times with all the documents in 
the case. Most of them are adorned 
with forged Spanish als. 

The romance concocted by these 
green-goods men might have been writ- 
ten by Laura Jean Libbey. It's a 
wonder. 

They are trying to make Nelk be- 
lieve that a traitorous Spanish cavalry 
officer has died in a prison in Madrid, 
leaving him the care of his young and 
beautiful daughter. From his death 
bed, the cavalry officer writes to Nelk 
that in his trunk is concealed 950,000 
francs—stolen from the Spanish treas- 
ury. He begs the grocer to take it 
and be good to the senorita. 

After a wifle comes a letter from a 
“priest” announcing the death of the 
Spanish officer. The 
unless $1100 arrives from Nelk, muy 
pronto. the trunk, with the concealed 
treasure, will be confiscated by the 
Spanish government to settle certain 
court costs. 

QUEER EPISTLE. 
The first letter received by Nelk 
was written in a queer little fine hand 
and in convincingly queer English. It 
read: 
“My late mother, Mrs. Mary Nelk, 
by reasons which I do not know broke 
all relations with her family but al- 
ways spoke me endearing from you. 
(Nelk never heard of her.) 
By this motive and by the circum- 
stances which circle me, and, guided 
by the advice of my confessor, the 
Rev. Chaplain of this prison, I write 
to confide you a matter of importance 
which I believed never to be obliged 
ito confide to nobody. 

“The sufference which torment me in 
the bottom of my prison, my bloody 
sickness which I believe shall carry 
me near the sepulchre and the father- 
ness love to my dear daughter of 18 
years old, who is in a college at Toledo, 
(the alone person who rests me in the 
world of all my late family.) is the 

werful instinct to ask you if You will 

Ip me to recover 990,000 francs which 
I was obliged to deposit six months 
ago in two banks of a great credit in 
the United States with reémbursement 
to the bearer: 

“Look the motive. 

“Being captain and treasurer in the 
army of cavalry of garrison in this 
city, I conspired against the actual 
Monarchy in favour of the Republic, 
until, adviced by the President of the 
Central Republican Comitee, I de- 
serted with 950,000 francs which I had 
under my custody and the said Comitee 
commissioned me to the outside to do 
a purchase of arms and war efects to 
do an insurrection and prociaim the 
Republic in all the Spanish country. 

“I departed to the french border 
where I should expect the latest in- 
structions but I was informed there 
that the plot had been discovered by 
an infamous traitor and that several of 
my partners had been imprisoned and 
dared not emigrate to the out- 


His letter goes on to say that he 
fled to the United States with the plun- 
der. He soon heard of. the dangerous 
iliness of his daughter at Toledo. Not 
being able to get definite news from 
Der, he returned to Spain. Before leav- 
ing the United States, he deposited his 
treasure in two banks, taking certifi- 
cates of deposit made out to bearer. 
These he concealed in a secret place 
in his trunk. Arriving in Spain he was 
captured and sentenced to ten years 
imprisonment and ordered to pay the 
expenses of his own trial.

HUMAN BEING 
IS BALLOON. 


Hospital Patient Puff ed Out 
Almost to Bursting. 


One of the Oddest Cases in 
Annals of Medicine: 


— 
Victim of Night Watchman’s 
Gun Feels “Stuff y.” 


Carlos Perez, who was shot Satur- 
day night by a night watchman, has 
become a human balloon. 

He is still alive and his case is be- 
coming one of the most astonishing in 
medical annals. The physicians at the 
County Hospital have never seen any- 
thing like it before. 

The air is leaking through two 
wounds in Perez's lungs. Having no 
outlet. it fills up the space between his 
fiesh and skin. He is becoming in- 
flated exactly like a balloon. He is 
already puffed out almost to burst- 
ing and the air is still being pumped in. 

His eyelids and what are ordinarily 
the hollows under the eyes have be- 
come filled with air until they are 
Uke patent air bags. They are #0 
swollen that his eyes are seen only 
as narrow slits between the inflations. 

The skin all over the upper part of 
his body is distended with air. Plac- 
ing a hand on his shoulder you can 
feel the air “give” springingly just as 
in the air pillow. Gently pressing down 
you can feel the air gurgle out from 
under your fingers with a peculfar bub- 
bling sensation. 

The air-swollen conditions extend 
down to his hands, but it is particular-

MAY CLOSE MANY SALOONS. 


City Attorney Files Opinion as te 
Frontage Which Causes Conster- 
nation in Liquor Camp. 
City Attorney Hewitt dropped a 
bomb Into the camp of the Royal Arch 
yesterday in the form of an opinion to 
the Board of Police Commissioners that 
“two-thirds of the frontage on both 
sides of a street means two-thirds of 
the frontage on each side of that 
street. 
His opinion goes to the extent of de- 
claring that a liquor license issued on 
an application which does not contain 
two-thirds of the frontage on each 
of a street is invalid and that any 
one operating under such a license is 
conducting his business in an illegal 
manner. 
The case calling forth this opinion fs 
that of a protest against the wholesale 
liquor store of G. M. Rhodes at No. 
2002 South San Pedro street. The . 
cense was issued by the old commis- 
sion, one of its last acts. Rhodes 
petition contained two-thirds of the 
combined frontage but not two-thirds 
of the frontage on each side of the 
street. 
Attorney Dockweller, represen 
Rhodes, gave notice that his client wi 
make a test case in the courts and the 
commission agreed to withold action 
for one week that the court proceed 
ings may be initiated. 
If City Attorney Hewitt's decision ts 
sustained in the Superior Court, it will 
occasion the revocation of a number of 
liquor licenses. It has not been the 
custom of applicants to work for more 
signatures to a frontage petition than 
are absolutely necessary. Few saloon 
or wholesale liquor applications con- 
tain more than a majority frontage of 
the two sides of the street combined. 
Half an hour after the City Attor- 
ney’s opinion had been made publio 
representatives of the liquor interests 
were overhauling files In the commis- 
sion room to discover what petitions 
contain two-thirds of the frontage on 
each side of the streets on which they 
are located.
